agricultural department show a decline 
in the condition of all the principal 
crops, except oaU, rye and barley. The 
detailed summary, made public today, 
shows a widespread reduction in the 
condition of potatoes, due largely to 
drought. 
Complaints of potato rot 


come 
i rom the northern and more 


southern of the New England states, 
New York, several of the states adjoin- 
ing tbe great lakes and Missouri and 
Kansas. The losses from leaf blight 
and insects appear to have been excep- 
tionally light. The most serious com- 
plaint of the potato grower this year 
is the low price 
of 
the product, 


particularly in .the northwest. 
The 


report from the department's agent for 
Wisconsin and Minnesota represents 
that in the latter state the tubers "do 
not pay for digging." He states that 
the yield is enormous. 


Sweet Potatoes—Sweet potatoes have 


suffered quite seriously from lack of 
rain and their condition has been ma- 
terially reduced in many states. 
In 


seven it has fallen from ten to twenty 
two points. 


Tobacco—The condition of tobacco 


declined over two points. 
In Ohio, 


where the condition is lowest, some- 
thing over a half crop is expected, and 
the same may be said of Maryland and 
Virginia. The crops of Massachusetts 
and Connecticut are excellent Condi- 
tions in New York, Pennsylvania and 
Kentucky approximate the average for 
the country. Drought and frosts of 
the last of September are the causes of 
lowered condition. 


Rice—General average condition 9.3 


a decline of 4 points, due principally 
to drought. 


Hops—The product of hops is re- 


turned at 80 9 per cent, of a full crop. 
The quality is gsnerally very good, ex- 
cept in Washington, where the louse 
and mold have done material damage. 


Sugar Cane—There ia a very general 


falling off in condition due to drought. 
The effect ot the severe winter is seen 
in stubble cane fields. The prospective 
crop is much under that of 1894. 


Sorghum—This crop seems to have 


suffered little, but in Virginia low con- 
ditions east of the Blue Bidge reduced 
the general average to 80. 


Apples—The continued drought and 


the hot weither and high winds of 
September, causing premature ripening 
and dropping, have resulted in a loss of 
over two points in the average condition 
of apples. The greatest losses occurred 
in the central west, where the crop was 
abundant. It is thought both the eat- 
ing and keeping quality of the fruit has 
been much impaired, and in many sec- 
tions a tendency to rot is already noted. 
The average condition now stands at

CHICAGO, Oct 14.—It was announced 


today that it has been determined upon 
the strictest medical authority that 
seven of thu victims of the Saboul, 
Iowa, poisoning

ham, hastily cooked for the wedding 
supper, caused all the Buffering. 


DELDTH, Minn , Ost 14 —There is no 


doubt that noithwestern farmers are 
holding back their wheat on account of 
the low prices prevailing and market- 
ing their coarse grain instead. For 
several days past the receipts ol wheat 
in this market have fallen below those 
of last year. Receivers say that offer- 
ings are daily growing lighter, and 
daily sales here support the state- 
ment. On the other hand there has 
bsen a more than corresponding in- 
crease in coarse grains, though of 
of course the daily reports of car in- 
spection do not show as large a total 
for all grain receipts. During the first 
eleven days of the month, the receipts 
of flai were equal to nearly two-thirds 
the total amount received during the 
full month of September. The quantity 
received during September was 816,- 
662 bushels, which was more than came 
here during the entire last crop year, 
while for the tirst eleven days of Octo- 
ber the receipts were 527,872 
The 


same proportion prevails with regard 
to all coarse grains except rye. The 
receipts of oats for eleven days of Oc- 
tober have been 56 699 bushels as com- 
pared 
with 
81,215 
bushels dur- 


ing the entire month 
of Septem- 


ber. Barley receipts during October 
thus far have been 356 253 bushels, 
while the total for the month of Sep- 
tember was only 510,777 bushels Of 
course it is not reasonable to fear that 
the wheat movement will continue re- 
latively small foi any length of time. 
Farmers who are averse to selling their 
wheat for ruling price acd have coarse 
grain to sell, will send the lattter to 
market now and hold the wheat for the 
reason that the coarse grains command 
relatively much higher values in this 
market than wheat. There is the furth- 
er reason that flax cannot be held in 
the stack as wheat can with safety 
from damage by the elements. Grain 
men believe that the heavy movement 
of coarse grains will be practically over 
before the fifteenth of next month, 
and the early closing of navigation is 
likely to spur shippers on to make in 
ducements for a larger movement of 
wheat during the first half of Novem- 
ber if the market should demand it, 
which is entirely likely.

an acre. Both in Great Britain and 
on the continent the wheat was har- 
vested in such favorable condition as to 
assure a high per centage of flour. Be- 
ports from other countries are: 


France—The or&cial estimates for 


1895 are: 
Wheat, 357,500,000 bushels; 


rye and mazlin, 81,360,000 bushels; 
barley, 80,900,000 bushels; oats, 263,- 
000,000 bushels. 


All fodder crops are suffering from 


protracted drought. 


Germany—The wheat crop is estimat- 


ed at 104,000,400 bushels; a reduction 
from last year of nearly 7,000.000. The 
potato crop is believed to be over the 
average. As England has nearly an 
average crop of very high quality the 
market there is glutted and prices are 
»low as 110 a ton. These conditions 
are worth noting, in view of our large 
crop this year. It u unlikely that we 
shall be able to dispose of any of our 
surplus in Europe. 


Italy—The wheat crop is officially 


estimated 
at 
130,200,000 bushels, 


against 118,400,000 bushels last year. 
The barley crop is officially estimated 
at 7,000,000 bushels. That of last year, 
an unusually heavy crop, measured 
8,000,000 bushels. A poor medium corn 
crop is expected. 


Spain—The wheat crop is officially 


reported at 92,000,000 bushels, against 
105,600,000 bushels last year. It is not 
a prime crop. 


Bulgaria—The continued and persist- 


ent drought it reported to have done 
great injury to the corn crop, which in 
some districts is said to have been to- 
tally destroyed. 


Hungary—Corn crop irregular, but 


satisfactory. 


Koum&nis—The wheat crop is excep- 


tionally abundant. 


Greece—The wheat crop is unex- 


pectedly short. A decrease of 30 per 
cent, is expected. 


Russia—An average wheat crop is 


expected. The rye crop ie fine and 
heavy.

The d aniage to the mill 
was not very heavy. 


The accident occurred while the 


men were in the act of raising convert- 
er No. 1, which contained over eight 
tons of molten metal. It is raised by 
compressed air power. Samuel Love 
and John Tunney were working at it, 
and before they got it raised the men 
working at converter No. 2 started to 
raise it also. The metal ran out of 
converter No. 1, and the men became 
so excited over the possibility of an ex- 
plosion that they let go of the com- 
pressed air machinery and allowed the 
converter to drop. 
They came down 


wilh a crash and threw the metal in 
every direction and enveloped nearly 
all the men employed in that portion 
of the mill.
